finance corporation that will ad- 
vance money to growers after thejr 
fruit has ripened, but while it is still 
on the trees, so that they can bold 
off selling for several months if ncc- 
cssa'ry in order to prevent a .glut of 
the market;

Chicago, Aug. 10^-The plan advan- 


ced by .the American Farm Bureau 
Federation to store 800,000,000 bush- 
els of wheat on-farms in the hope of 
raisin's prices, was declared yesterday 
to be' unsound, impractical and of no 
permanent benefit to the farmer, by 
J.ohn J. Stream, president of-the Chi- 
cago Board1 dt trade. 
Farmers in distress are not those 


with storage facilities, nor are they 
financially able to construct 
such 


containers, Mr. Stream said. If stor- 
age space was available and if farm- 
ers were a unit in following the plan, 
it would still be far from solution, 
he added. 
"Keeping wheat off the market ne- 


ver has and sever will: change tfie 
supply and "'demand status," he de- 
clared. "It woBld'simply add to fte ' 
confusion that has resulted from agi- 
tation and ridiculous public pro- 
nouncements by UKadrised politi- 
ctaas. We must get rid of the'sur- 
plus. If held until next year', it would 
have to compete with the new crop."

Mr. A ult stated th a t he has had 
ru st on his g rain m ore th an 12 years, 
and th at he has noticed it on his 
fields before it has appeared on those 
of his iieignbors.

to th a t ctt'ect, also including th a t he 
is firmty cunviiiccd the busnes have 
been the cause ot the early appear­ 
ance of the disease in hia own fields.

Guinea pigs that have been drunk six days a wo3k for 
.six years are being .studied by scienti.sts of Cornell Uni­ 
versity Medical College. 
They get their jag by inhaling 
alcohol fumes — much more potent than drinking, for the 
‘intoxicant reaches them through their lungs. 
Worse and more of it, these drunken guinea pigs seem not 
to be in.iured by their chronic drunkenne.ss. 
They arc as 
heavy as prohibition guinea pigs, also as healthy, and live 
as long. 
But the alcohol takes its toll in the second generation. 
Few offspring are born to the alcoholics, and the ones 
that are born are decidedly inferior to the offspring of a):- 
stainers. 


The third generation of guinea pigs, born frbm hard- 
drinking ancestors, are better than the second generation, 
but not up tO)normal. 
The fourth generation, however, puzzle John Barleycorn’s 
enemies. For, while only the hardy ones live, the survivors 
are stronger, heavier and more alert than guinea pig.s whose 
ancestors indulged not in the fiery cup. 


All this, of course, is a sort of post mortem on J. Barley­ 
corn, an attempt by scientists to learn the truAh about alco­ 
hol’s effects in heredity. 
About 7000 guinea pigs have, to 
date, been used in the experiments. 
It’s too early in the game to make -definite announcements. 
But it begins to look as if the experiments show that alcohol­ 
ism is bad for individuals but that if may benefit the race by 
weeding out the unfit—eliminating weak ings early in life 
or preventing their birth altogether. 
Dr. Charles R. Stockard, head of Cornell guinea 
vestigators, .says: 
' 
“Should any one desire to apply these experimental re­ 
sults to the human alcohol problem, it might be claimed that 
some such elimination of unfit individuals- has benefited the 
races of Europe, since all of the dominant races have a defi­ 
nite alcoholic history, and the excessive use of alcohol was 
decidedly more general three or four generations ago than it 
is today.’’ 
. 
Similarly, it will be at least three generations before the 
effects of liquor prohibition can be estimated vvith accuracy. 
The effect on our generation will be much less than on our 
descendants. 


TO TALK ABOUT 
Today’s most prophetic news comes from the electrical 
wizard, Steinmetz. 
He predicts that our descendantáj 
have “canned sunlight.’’ 
Food and power will be the greatest problems of the fu­ 
ture, says Steinmetz. He fears the day is coming when the 
earth will be so thickly peopled that there will not be enough 
food for all. 
, 
This is the old doctrine of Malthus. His opponents claim 
that plagues and wars keep weeding us out, to prevent over­ 
population. 
A greater force, in preventing mouths-to-be- 
fed from overtaking and passing availablc'sfood-supply is 
man’s inventiveness. 
For instance, a scientist about three 
years ago perfected a hardier wheat that moved the bread 
belt 100 miles farther north.

And, predicts Steinmetz, future men will discover a way 
to bottle up sunshine, just as plants do. Then this impris­ 
oned power will be transferred to grow food in barren dis­ 
tricts, also to serve as fuel when the earth’s coal supply be­ 
comes exhausted. 
Future people may call up the store and order: 
“Send 
me two barrels of sunshine. The last batch had too much 
cloud in it.’’

heavy as prohibition guinea pigs, also as healthy, and live 
as long. 
But the alcohol takes its toll in the second generation. 
Few offspring are born to the alcoholics, and the ones 
that are born are decidedly inferior to the offspring of ab- 
stainers. 


The third generation of guinea pigs, born from hard- 


drinking ancestors, are better than the second generation, 
but not up topiormal. 
The fourth generation, however, puzzle John Barleycorn s 


enemies. For, while only the hardy ones live, the survivors 
are stronger, heavier and more alert than guinea pigs whose 
ancestors indulged not in the fiery cup. 


All this, of course, is a sort of post m'ortem on J. Barley- 


corn, an attempt by scientists to learn the truth about alco- 
hol's effects in heredity. About 7000 guinea pigs have, to 
date, been used in the experiments. 
It's too early in the game to make •definite announcements. 


But it begins to look as if the experiments show that alcohol- 
ism is bad for individuals but that if may benefit the race by 
weeding out the unfit—eliminating weaklings early in Me 
or preventing their birth altogether. 


Dr. Charles R. Stockard, head of Cornell guinea 


vestfcators, says: 
' 
"Should any one desire to apply these experimental re- 
sults to the human alcohol problem, it might be claimed that 
some such eUffiination^ofrunfit-indrndnals'-has-benefited the 
races of Europe, since all of the dominant races have a defi- 
nite alcoholic history, and the excessive use of alcohol was 
decidedly more general three or four generations ago than it 
is today J" 
Similarly, it will be at least three generations before the 


effects of liquor prohibition can be estimated with accuracy. 
The effect on our generation will be much less than on our 
descendants.

Ilnck Island, III., Aug. 11.— Reports 
coining into headquarters of M. M. 
iiexton, president of the N ational As­ 
sociation, indicate th at a lot of m inor 
leagues arc near collapse. 
Each day 
brings details of lea g u es'c ith er dis­ 
banding or individual clubs of lea­ 
gues quitting, and in the opinion of 
Mr. Sexton only the stronger leagues 
of the national organization will fin­ 
ish the season intact. 
He has been 
m aking efforts to curb reckless bus- 
inc.ss m ethods of the various m inors 
with little success and finally m akes 
the statem ent th a t probably the best 
tiling for baseball is to let them p u r­ 
sue th eir course to bankruptcy. 
Among the leagues to quit during 
the past week was the Cotton S tates, 
wliieli started with eight clubs, a t­ 
tem pted to reorganize w ith four, and 
finally gave up the ghost altogether. 
Tho failure of the league to survive 
is laid to recklessness in expendi­ 
tures. 
S tatem ents indicate th a t tho 
league, though rated as Class D, was 
paying $;tOO to $100 a month to play­ 
ers. Ira Thomas of Shreveport, back­ 
ed the M eridian club for two m onths 
and is said to have lost $7,500 in the 
venture. 
South A tlantic Shaky. 
. A nother league which 
disbanded 
d uring the week was the South Da­ 
kota which attem pted to operate th is 
scB.son with four clubs. 
It could not 
make it, so decided to quit. Its play­ 
ers were paid off and the more desir­ 
able men have been sold to clubs in 
other leagues, several going to the 
Am erican Association.

To Rev. Ashley of South 


Dakota

New York, Aig. 11.—Five thousand 


Sioux Indians will do unique honor 
to a pale faced brother in the heart 
of the South 
Dakota prairie 'on 


1 August 19, when Bev. Dr. Edward 
Ashley, friend of Boosevett and Cus- 
ter, of Rain-in-the-Face and Sitting 
Bull and the long line of Dakotan 
braves who were famous in Indian 
warfare, will round out his fiftieth 
ear of service as a missionary 
mong the Bed Men. 
"Dr. Ashley is the sole survivor of 
he framers of the treaty of 1*76 
»hich opened the Black Bills eonn- 
ry to gold seekers, stripping "the In- 
dians at their hunting grounds and 
ncidently leading to Caster mass- 
ocri at Little Big Horn. Later be 
was present on the Cheyenne River 
reservation during the Ghost Dance, 
or Messiah Craze, which culminated 
n the battle of Wounded Knee, 
where the Federal troopers- avenged 
the slaughter of Caster and his men. 
Still later it fell to his lot to lead to 
Christianity Chief Gaul, one of the 
chief participants in the Little Big 
Sorn affair, of whom he gi«es testi- 
mony that "for the rest of bis'life 
le was a conscientious Christian." 


As a boy, Dr. Ashley came-to Mich- 
gan from England to- practice the 
trade of carpenter. But the mission 
Reid attracted him, and within a few 
.. 


months he was on his way to the Da- 
kota: where he entered service un- 
der the late Bishop Bare. In the en- 
suing fifty years his life was spent 
among the Indians, counselling and 
advising them, acting as intermediary 
for them in their relations with the 
government at Washington, serving 
on their tribal councils, ministering 
to-them when they were illf« acting 
as peace maker, drilling them in the 
ways of civilisation. He has been 
the personal friend and confidant of 
such noted chiefs as White Bear, Bad 
lodge, Drifting Goose, Rain-in-the- 
Face, Sitting Bull, Dull Knife, Gaul 
and others. He has mastered half a 
dozen Indian dialects, and for 
his 


services in preserving the language of 
the Yanktons, Sissetons and other 
tribes of the Sioux nation he has re- 
ceived the degree of L. L. B. from 
the University of South Dakota. 


On tha occasion of^the anniversary- 


which will mark also the meeting of 
the Niobrara Convocation of Chris- 
tianised Indians, «f which Dr. Ashley 
is the Archdeacon, there will assem- 
ble 5,000 Sioux who live under the 
jurisdiction of Rt. Rev. Hugh L. Bur- 
leson, Episcopal Bishop of South Da- 
kota. From a radius of five hundred 
miles around the Indians will come 
to White Horse, which is twenty 
miles from the nearest railroad sta- 
tion, in 
automobiles, in prairie 


schooners, on horseback, or in primi- 
tive conveyance made from tepee 
poles; and in the heart of the Great 
American Desert will erect a city 
of tepees, in the centre of which wilt - 
be thrown up an open-air tabernacle 
and altar. 


Here for four days these Christian 


Indians will hold daily worship, dis- 
cuss the business affairs of their 
church, make their annual donations 
for its support, consider tribal'af- 
fairs, and on the final day of the 
Convocation, will give fitting obser- 
vation of the half century of service- 
of the man whose life has been de- 
voted to their temporal as well as 
their spiritual 
welfare. In large 


measure, it will be a final meeting of 
the past and the present for the In- 
dian whom Dr. Ashjey knew when be 
first went among them has passed 
on. This will be a meeting oi farm- 
ers and herders, of mechanics and 
shop keepers, even of bankers and 
wealthy business men,' for these 
Christianized Sioux have finally been 
absorbed into the civilization of {he 
great west.

Now York, A'Jg. 11.—Five thousand 
Sioux Indians will do unique honor 
to a pale faced brother in the heart 
of the South 
Dakota 
prairie ' on 
August 19, when Rev. 
Dr. Edward 
Ashley, frit nil of Roosevelt and Cus­ 
ter, of Rain-in-the-Faco and Sitting 
Bull and the long line of Dakotan 
braves who were famous in Indian 
! jvarfare, will round out his fiftieth 
year of 
service 
as a 
missionary 
among the Red Men. 
Dr. Ashley is the sole survivor of 
the framers of the treaty of 
1876 
which opened the Block Hills coun­ 
try to gold seekers, stripping the lu- 
iliiins of their hunting grounds and 
incidently lending to 
Custer mass­ 
acre at Little Big Horn. 
Later he 
was present on the Cheyenne River 
reservation during the Ghost Dance, 
or Messiah Craze, which culminated 
in the 
battle of 
Wounded 
Knee, 
whore the Federal troopers avenged 
the slaughter of Custer and his men. 
Still later it fell to his lot to lead to 
Christianity Chief Gaul, one of the 
chief participants in the Little Big 
Horn affair, of whom he gistes testi­ 
mony that “for the rest of hi! life 
he was a conscientious Christian." 
As a boy. Dr. Ashley came to Mich­ 
igan from 
England to 
practice the 
tr.ide of carpenter. But the mission 
field attracted him, and within a few 
months he was on his way to the Dn- 
kotas where he entered service un­ 
der the lute Bishop Hare. In the en­ 
suing fifty years his life was spent 
among the Indians, counselling and 
advising them, acting us intermediary 
for them in their relations with the 
government at Washington, serving 
on their tribal councils, ministering 
to them when they were ill, 
acting 
us pence maker, drilling them in the 
ways of civilization. 
He has 
been 
the personal friend and confidant of 
such noted chiefs as White Hear, Bad 
l.odge, Drifting Goose, Rain-in-the- 
Fnre, Sitting Bull, Dull Knife, Gaul 
and others. Ho has mastered half a 
dozen Ipdian dialects, and for 
his 
services in preserving the language of 
the Yanktons, Sissetons 
and 
other 
tribes of the Sioux nation he has re­ 
ceived the degree of L. L. D. from 
the University of South Dakota. 
On the occasion of the anniversary 
which will mark also the meetitig of 
the Niobrara Convocation of Chris­ 
tianized Indians, of which Dr. Ashley 
is the Archdeacon, there will assem­ 
ble 5,000 Sioux who live under the 
jurisdiction of Rt. Rev. Hugh L. Bur­ 
leson, Episcopal Bishop of South Da­ 
kota. From a radius of five hundred 
miles around the Indiana will como 
to White 
Horse, which is 
twenty 
miles from the nearest railroad sta­ 
tion, 
in 
automobiles, 
in 
prairie 
srhoi>ners, on horseback, or in primi­ 
tive conveyance 
made from tepee 
poles; and in the heart of the Great 
American Desert will erect a 
city 
of tepees, in the centre of which will 
be thrown up an open-air tabernacle 
and altar. 
Here for four days these Christian 
Indians will hold daily worship, dis­ 
cuss the business affairs of 
their 
church, make their annual donations 
for its support, consider tribal af­ 
fairs, and on the final day of the 
Convocation, will give fitting obser­ 
vation of the half century of service 
of the man whose life has been de­ 
voted to their temporal as well as 
their spiritual 
welfare. 
In 
large 
mcaaure, it will be a final meeting of 
the past and the present, for the In­ 
dian whom Dr. Ashley knew when he 
first went among them has passed 
on. This will be a meeting of farm­ 
ers and herders, of mechanics and 
shop keepers, even of bankers 
and 
wealthy 
business 
men, for these 
Christianized Sioux have finally been 
absorbed into the civilization of Bie 
great west.

ered headpiece will simply emphasize 
the fact.

Rock Island, 111., Aug. 11.—Reports 


coming into headquarters of M. M. 
•Sexton, president of the National As- 
^feciation, indicate that a lot of minor 
leagues are near collapse. Each day 
brings details of leagues either dis- 
banding or individual clubs of lea- 
gues quitting, and in the opinion of 
Mr. Sexton only the stronger leagues 
of the national organization will fin- 
ish the season intact.

Statements indicate that the 
league, though rated as Class D, was 
paying $300 to $400 a month to play- 
ers. Ira Thomas- of Shreveport, back- 
ed the Meridian club for two months 
and is said to have lost $7,500 in the 
venture, i 


South Atlantic Shaky. 


.Another leaeue which disbanded 


during the week was the South Da- 
kota wliich attempted *° operate this 
season with four clubs. It could not 
make it, so decided to quit. Its play- 
ers were paid off and the more desir- 
able men have been sold to clubs in 
other leagues, several going to the 
American Association. 


Another embarrassed league is the
